1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters:

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-89 are allowed. The combination of firewall, determining whether the internal 
computer system and the external device are able to receive data packets containing voice data 
using a connectionless packet-oriented transfer protocol, and repacking the data packets to a 
packet type allowed to be transmitted to the internal computer system as recited in the 
independent claims 1,37, and 61 is not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art alone or in 
combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

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microphone to digital format as recited in claims 22 and 77 (Figs. 1 and 3, and col. 1, 11 28-42, 
col. 4, 11 22-30, and col, 5, 11 56-col. 6, 11 1-17.
